The challenges of 
premature births

Canadian Premature 
Babies Foundation 
hopes to raise 
awareness about issue

When Katharina Staubs 
brought her twins into the 
world, she could hold each 
of them in one hand. 

Born in 2008, and 13 
weeks premature, her one 
boy and one girl were tiny, 
less than two pounds each, 


and Staubs said it was hard 
to cope. 

“That was an experience 
that was very difficult be¬ 
cause you don’t know if your 
children are going to live,” 
she said. “It is really hard 
when you see your child 
bandaged up on a breathing 
apparatus.” 

Staubs is president and 
founder of the Canadian Pre¬ 
mature Babies Foundation 
and said she hopes to raise 
awareness about challen¬ 
ges both babies and parents 
face over relatively simple 
things. 

“It is hard to bond, be¬ 
cause often you aren’t real¬ 
ly even able to hold your 


child.” 

Dr. Ernest Phillipos, a 
neonatologist at the Stol¬ 
lery, said some risk factors 
for premature births in¬ 
clude the age of the mother, 
diabetes and obesity in preg¬ 
nancy, as well as smoking, 
but most premature births 
are unexplained. 

“Two-thirds of them are 
just spontaneous and we can 
not predict them,” he said. 

Phillipos added that pre¬ 
mature babies face an uphill 
battle and lengthy hospital 
stays. 

“What we tell parents 
when a baby is born pre¬ 
maturely is that ... they are 
likely to stay in hospital.” 


Premature births 


• Highest in the country. 

One in 10 babies in Can¬ 
ada is born prematurely, 
which is any point earlier 
than 37 weeks of gesta¬ 
tion. Alberta's rate is the 
highest in the country, 
about one per cent 
above the national 
average.

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Eleven civilians killed in fierce 
Israeli attack on Gaza City 


Escalating conflict. 

Missile strike amounts to 
single deadliest incident 
of current operation 


An Israeli missile flattened a 
two-storey house in a residen¬ 
tial neighbourhood of Gaza 
City on Sunday, killing 11 
civilians, mostly women and 
children, Palestinian medical 
officials said, as Israel expanded 
a militaiy offensive to target 
homes of wanted militants. 

The attack, which Israel said 
targeted a militant, was the 
single deadliest incident of the 
five-day-old Israeli operation 
and hiked a toll Sunday that 
was already the highest num¬ 
ber of civilians killed in one 
day, according to Gaza medics. 
The bloodshed is likely to raise 
international pressure for a 
ceasefire, with Egypt taking the 
leading role in mediating be¬ 
tween Israel and Hamas. 

U.S. President Barack Ob¬ 
ama said he had been in touch 
with the leaders of Israel, Egypt 
and Turkey in an effort to halt 
the fighting. “We’re going 


to have to see what kind of 
progress we can make in the 
next 24, 36,48 hours,” he said. 

Obama cautioned against a 
potential Israeli ground inva¬ 
sion into Gaza, warning it could 
only deepen its death toll. At 
the same time, he blamed Pal¬ 
estinian militants for starting 
the round of fighting by raining 
rockets onto Israel, and he de¬ 
fended Israel’s right to defend 
itself. 

“Israel has every right to 
expect that it does not have 
missiles fired into its territoiy,” 
Obama said in Thailand at the 
start of a three-nation tour in 
Asia. 

An Israeli envoy arrived 
in Cairo on Sunday and held 
talks with Egyptian officials on 
a ceasefire, according to Egyp¬ 
tian security officials and Nabil 
Shaath, a top aide of Palestinian 
President Mahmoud Abbas who 
was in the Egyptian capital. 

But Israel and Gaza’s mil¬ 
itant Hamas rulers remain far 
apart on any terms for a halt in 
the bloodshed, which has killed 
70 Palestinians — including 36 
civilians, according to Gaza 
health officials — and three Is-

Gaza militants continued 
their barrage of rocket fire at 


Israel, firing more than 100, 
including two at Tel Aviv. 
More than 10 Israelis were 
injured by shrapnel, two 
moderately, according to 
police spokesman Mickey 
Rosenfeld. Israel’s “Iron Dome” 
rocket-defence system shot 
down at least 30 rockets, includ¬ 
ing the ones aimed at Tel Aviv.

Syrian gunfire 


Israel shelled Syrian fighters 
after gunfire from their civil 
war spilled over to the Israel- 
controlled Golan Heights, the 
military said Sunday, as the 
conflict appeared to inch clos¬ 
er to the Jewish state. 

The civil war in Syria has 
renewed tensions in the Golan 
Heights, a strategic plateau 
that Israel captured from Syria 


in the 1967 war. Despite con¬ 
stant hostility between the two 
countries, Syria has been care¬ 
ful to keep the border quiet 
since the 1973 Mideast war. 

In recent days, Israeli troops 
have fired into Syria twice 
before, responding to what 
appeared to be stray mortar 
shells exploding in Israel-held 
territoiy. On Sunday, an Israeli

military spokesman said sol¬ 
diers fired artillery toward the 
source of gunfire late Saturday 
night. 

Speaking on condition 
of anonymity according to 
protocol, the spokesman 
said the military identified 
a hit. He did not know if the 
targets were Syrian rebels 
fighting to topple President 


Bashar Assad or forces loyal to 
him. 

While it is widely believed 
that Assad does not want to 
pick a fight with Israel, some 
in Israel warn that if his 
situation becomes desperate, 
the embattled Syrian leader 
might tiy to draw Israel into 
the fighting as a distraction.

MacKay calls on 
Russia to exert 
influence in Syria

Defence Minister Peter MacKay 
called on Russia on Sunday to 
exert influence to end the Syr¬ 
ian civil war, accusing Russia of 
standing on the sidelines while 
Syria is “coming apart at the 


Rescue crews on snow¬ 
mobiles had to beat a path 
through thick bush in north¬ 
ern Manitoba on Sunday to 
reach the survivors of a fatal 
plane crash that took place 
over the weekend.

Police said the pilot, a 
40-year-old man from Snow 
Lake, was killed and that sev¬ 
en others were injured, some 
seriously. 

RCMP, volunteer firefight¬ 
ers, wildlife officers and 
other locals had to use snow- 


seams.” 

MacKay told a press con¬ 
ference at the Halifax Inter¬ 
national Security Forum that 
Russia — one of Syria’s most 
important allies — should use 
its weight to end the conflict. 

“We know in Syria there 
are countries like Russia that 
could be far more proactive, 
who could exert considerable 
influence and use their weight 
with (Syrian President Bashar 
Assad’s) regime to end the vio¬ 
lence,” MacKay said just after 
giving his closing remarks at 
the three-day conference.

Women in Windsor, Ont.’s 
plastic automotive parts 
factories have complained 
of pungent fumes and 
dust that caused nose¬ 
bleeds, headaches, nausea 
and dizziness. Some spoke 
of smouldering blobs of 
plastic dumped directly 
onto the floor near where 
they worked. 

“People were getting 
sick, but you never really 
thought about the plastic 
itself,” said Gina DeSantis, 
who has worked at a plant 
near Windsor. 

A newly released 
six-year academic study 
draws a striking conclu¬ 
sion: Women employed 
in the automotive plastics 
industiy were almost five 
times as likely to develop 
breast cancer, prior to 
menopause, as women in 
a control group.

Somewhere between tales of 
judges bunking with strangers 
and pushing airplanes out 
of the mud, it becomes clear 
Nunavut’s court system works 
a little differently. 

In the provinces, new 
courthouses are under con¬ 
struction and justice officials 
have embarked on electronic 
filing projects. In Nunavut, 
the community centres that 
serve as temporaiy court¬ 
houses don’t always have 
toilets and Internet service is 
often non-existent. 

Based in the capital, Iqal- 
uit, the court system serves 24 
communities across the vast 
1.9-million-square-kilometre 
territory. So convening ses¬ 
sions of court requires pack¬ 
ing up a twin-engine plane 
with a judge, a court clerk, an 
interpreter, their equipment 
and everything from first-aid 
kits to extension cords. 

When the court party ar¬ 
rives in town, the weather 
might be cold, and there’s 
often only one small hotel 
in each community. Reserva¬ 
tions guarantee a bed, not ne¬ 
cessarily a room. 

“The hotels often will put 
other people in the other bed, 
so our judges have to ensure 
they take pyjamas because

there’s no guarantee it will in 
fact be someone of the same 
sex,” said Nunavut Court Sen¬ 
ior Justice Robert Kilpatrick. 

The six judges of the Nuna¬ 
vut Court of Justice take turns 
travelling on the circuits, 
hearing everything from 
small claims cases right up 
to murder trials. They’re the 
only judges in Canada to hear 
all three levels of court.

Montreal group hacks away at corruption 



Armed with little more than 
their laptops and a trove of 
government records, a small 
army of activists in Mont¬ 
real has dedicated itself to 
tackling the city’s corruption 
troubles. 

The group, which gath¬ 
ered at a downtown com¬ 
munity centre to pore over 
spreadsheets and city council 
minutes last week, is part 
of a growing movement in 
Canada that sees open data 
as a key way to make gov¬ 
ernments more efficient and 
honest. 

More than 100 people, 
many of them computer pro¬ 
grammers in their 20s and 
30 s, gathered for a “hack-a- 
thon” — a marathon for com¬ 
puter hackers. 

The idea was to help un¬ 
cover shady transactions by 
sifting through municipal 
records. It meant designing 
computer programs that can

French naming law 



Quebec. Language 
watchdog orders move 
to French names or 
slogans for retailers 


Several major retailers are tak¬ 
ing the Quebec government to 
court over the provincial lan¬ 
guage watchdog’s insistence 
they modify their commercial 
brand names to include some 
French. 

The six retailers are some 
of the biggest names in North 
America — Walmart, Best 
Buy, Costco, Gap, Old Navy 
and Guess. Their lawyers are 
expected in Quebec Superior 
Court on Thursday. 

Quebec’s language watch¬ 
dog, the Office Quebecois de 
la Langue Francaise, wants the 
retailers to change their signs 
to either give themselves a 
generic French name or add a 
slogan or explanation that re¬ 
flects what it is they’re selling. 

For example, Walmart, a 


household name on the retail 
scene that doesn’t really have 
a French equivalent, could 
change its signs to “Le Magasin 
Walmart.” 

But retailers say the lan¬ 
guage laws have not formally 
been changed and they will 
ask the courts to decide wheth¬ 


er the language office has the 
right to make new demands. 

According to Section 63 
of Quebec’s French Language 
Charter, the name of a busi¬ 
ness must be in French. But it 
hasn’t generally been applied 
to trademarked names.

The city is proposing a tax 
increase at 5.5 per cent that 
is more than double the pro¬ 
jected rate of inflation. 

On its website, the city 
says that budget dollars go to 
“roads and public transit that move people; police, bylaws 
and fire-rescue services to keep people safe; parks, waste 
management and drainage to keep our communities clean 
and healthy; social programs and leisure activities.” 

No argument there. What I want to know is how much 
each of those individual items contributes to the 5.5 
per cent increase. And how do they affect the increases 
in user fees that will go along with a tax increase? The 
administration wants to increase transit fares to $3.20 per 
trip, or by almost seven per cent. One more tax disguised 
as a user fee. 

Here is what you could be asking your city councillor: 
How much does an increase in the rates of pay for city 
employees contribute to the increase in tax? What is the 
increase in specific areas that contribute to the 5.5 per 
cent increase? What cost-containment measures did the 
city undertake in the past year? 


Since the city is pro¬ 
jected to grow by 1.3 per 
cent in the next year, why 
is a 5.5 per cent increase ne¬ 
cessary? How much revenue 
was spent on things that do 
not really add to the quality 
of life in this city? The mil¬ 
lions put into the Indy is a 
case in point. 

I am hoping that there is 
at least one councillor who 
will take the time to ask the 
civic administration those 
kinds of questions. Maybe 
then we just might have a 
good sense of where our tax 
dollars are actually going. A 
good city councillor would 
also ask city departments to 
prove that they have made every reasonable effort to curb 
costs. Answers to those questions would be very interest¬ 
ing indeed. 

Another question that doesn’t have anything to do 
with the budget is why the city allows eyesores to flour¬ 
ish. This city will pass a bylaw on stupid initiatives such 
as banning smoking on playgrounds faster than you can 
kiss a duck. But when it comes to the derelict Ramsey 
Block on Rice Howard Way or the gaping hole where the 
Arlington used to be, it insists there’s nothing it can do. 

Maybe I’ll try using that excuse if I get a ticket for not 
shovelling my sidewalk.

Obama kicks off 
three-day Asia tour 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama and U.S. Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton tour the Wat Pho 
Royal Monastery with 
Chaokun Suthee Tham- 
manuwat, a member of 
the temple, in Bangkok, 
Thailand, on Sunday. 

The Temple of Reclin¬ 
ing Buddha, formally 
known as Wat Pho, was 
the first stop on Obama’s 
Asian tour that will also 
take him to Myanmar and 
Cambodia. 

Obama arrived at the 
temple, one of Thailand’s 
most famous temple 
compounds, to marvel at its 


centerpiece — a gigantic, 
golden statue of a reclining 
Buddha propped up on one 
elbow before passing into 
nirvana. 

The visit was meant 
to give Obama a taste of 
Bangkok. Visits to see the 
king and the Thai prime 
minister were saved for 
later. 

But one thing Obama 
did not get to see as he 
sped through Bangkok 
was the city’s infamous 
traffic jams. 

All roads leading to 
Wat Pho and his other 
destinations were blocked 
and cleared of cars as part 
of security measures that 
included bomb squads 
and shutting the temple 
to the public hours in 
advance.

The cast of Community is deep 
into filming the show’s fourth 
season, but can’t shake the 
feeling that something’s mis¬ 
sing.

what they’re saying, and Joel 
(McHale) is like, ‘What are 
they saying, Yvette?”’ 

NBC, the show’s network 
in the U.S., first ordered 
an abbreviated 13-episode 
fourth season of Commun¬ 
ity and then pushed it off 
the fall schedule, leaving it 
in limbo until it was recently 
announced it would return to 
North American audiences in 


February. 

But when we visited the 
set, the cast was already film¬ 
ing the season finale. “I guess 
you miss the feedback if it 
were to have started to air, but 


I feel the episodes are good, so 
I’m not too worried about it,” 
says McHale. 

“With the forced hiatus last 
year and now the bumping of 
the date this year, I think it in¬ 


creases the fans’ resolve.” 

The changes have also 
opened up new opportunities 
for the cast, particularly for 
Jim Rash, who plays Dean 
Pelton. For season three, Rash 
was promoted to series regu¬ 
lar status as his bizarre charac¬ 
ter became more involved in 
the show. 

And season four finds 
Rash, who won an Oscar for 
co-writing last year’s The 
Descendents, writing an epi¬ 
sode himself, an experience 
that made him “neurotic and 
freaked out,” he says. 

“All eyes are on you. It’s 
like, how dare you think that 
you could possibly do this?” 

But co-star McHale says 
not to believe the false mod¬ 
esty. “Winning an Oscar 
helps,” McHale jokes. “He 
brought the Oscar with him 
to set. A lot of the time it 
would be like, ‘Jim, I don’t 
really understand this line,’ 
and then he would just hold 
up the Oscar and go, ‘Is that 
clear? Good.’”

Glee’s Murphy praises legendary Lear 


Inspired. American 
Horror Story creator 
influenced by the 
innovative Norman Lear 
as pair are set to receive 
honorary awards 


Glee co-creator Ryan Murphy 
didn’t hesitate when given a 
chance to pay tribute to his 
American idol, legendary TV 
producer Norman Lear, at 
the 40th International Emmy 
Awards. 

Lear’s sitcom, All In the 
Family — and its spinoffs 
Maude and The Jeffersons — 
mixed humour with an hon¬ 
est examination of the key 
social issues of the day like, 
racism, sexism, even abortion, 
rape and homosexuality. Dec¬ 
ades later, Murphy is follow¬ 


ing the path blazed by Lear 
with his shows, Glee and The 
New Normal. 

Murphy and Lear are to 
receive honouraiy awards at 
Monday night’s International 
Emmy Awards Gala. 

“I remember watching his 
shows when I was young and 
being moved by them,” Mur¬ 
phy said of Lear from his pro¬ 
duction office in Los Angeles. 
“The way he tackled social 
issues so directly and opened a 
conversation about things no 
one wanted to talk about was 
fascinating to me. 

“I try to do the same in my 
work, most recently with the 
Obama Mama episode of The 
New Normal, which was in¬ 
spired by All in the Family.” 

In that Sept. 25 episode of 
his new NBC sitcom, about a 
gay male couple and the sur¬ 
rogate hired to carry their 
child, there’s a heated discus¬ 



sion at a dinner party over 
whether to support Barack 
Obama or Mitt Romney rem¬ 
iniscent of Archie Bunker’s 
debates with his liberal son- 
in-law Mike, whom he called 
“meathead.” Ellen Barkin’s 
character, Jane Forrest, the 
surrogate’s ultraconserva¬ 
tive grandmother, is prone 
to making racist and homo- 
phobic remarks much like the 



curmudgeonly working-class 
Bunker. 

At Monday night’s cere¬ 
mony, hosted by Regis Philbin 
at the Hilton New York Hotel, 
Murphy will be presenting 
the 40th Anniversary Special 
Founders Award to Lear, now 
90, and MASH star Alan Alda. 
The organizers wanted to 
mark the milestone anniver- 
saiy by honouring a produ¬ 


cer and performer who had 
groundbreaking shows on the 
air in 1972, when the Inter¬ 
national Emmys were first 
presented. 

“Each of them is an iconic 
person in the history of the 
television business ... who 
were part of that incred¬ 
ible vanguard of a new kind 
of socially relevant, often 
in-your-face, television pro¬ 
grams that really did change 
the medium,” said Bruce L. 
Paisner, president and CEO 
of the International Academy 
of Television Arts & Sciences, 
which presents the Inter¬ 
national Emmys honouring 
excellence in television pro¬ 
gramming produced outside 
the U.S. 

To complete the circle, Jes¬ 
sica Lange, the star of Mur¬ 
phy’s gothic contemporary TV 
series American Horror Story, 
will present him with the 


honourary 2012 International 
Emmy Founders Award. “In 
terms of being at the cutting 
edge of changes in our society, 
Ryan Murphy may be the most 
significant producer in the in¬ 
dustry today. He is trying veiy 
hard to change the way people 
think in ways that get people 
to be more inclusive and toler¬ 
ant,” said Paisner. 

A total of 38 nominees 
from 15 countries will com¬ 
pete for awards in nine 
categories on Monday. 
Paisner said the International 
Emmys have come a long way 
since 1972, when about 100 
people gathered in a New York 
hotel for a modest ceremony. 

Now, the academy presents 
International Emmys in 20 
categories. More than 1,000 
television industry represent¬ 
atives from around the world 
are expected for Monday’s gala. 
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Mraz hopes gig 
will help Myanmar 


Making history. 

Singer-songwriter is 
first international artist 
to perform open-air 
concert in country since 
end of military rule 

Jason Mraz will make his- 

tory next month when he 
performs in Myanmar to 
raise awareness about human 
trafficking. Mraz will headline 
a free outdoor concert on Dec. 
16 at People’s Square in Yan¬ 
gon, at the base of Shwedagon 
Pagoda. 

The Grammy-winning 
singer-songwriter is the first 
international artist to perform 
an open-air concert in the 
country since the end of mil¬ 
itary rule last year. And he is 
believed to be just the second 
Western act to perform in the 
country in decades, joining 
Ozomatli’s U.S. State-Depart- 
ment-sponsored appearance 
in 2009. 

“That’s pretty exciting,” 
Mraz said of the histoiy in¬ 
volved, “and I’m going there 
with an enormous amount 



of gratitude and respect, and 
I hope we can actually make 
a difference. I hope it’s also a 
testament to the songs. I’ve 
always wanted my songs to 
be about healing and self¬ 
empowerment, and if this is 
the way MTV is acknowledg¬ 
ing that, then I am incredibly 
grateful.” 

The show includes local 
acts and is hosted by MTV 
EXIT, the music channel’s 
initiative to raise awareness 
about human trafficking and 


exploitation. It will be broad¬ 
cast on Myanmar national 
television and will air on 
MTV’s international network 
in 2013. Mraz hosted a similar 
concert in the Philippines last 
year. He first became inter¬ 
ested in the issue about four 
years ago when he attended 
the Freedom Awards, an an¬ 
nual salute to those working 
against human exploitation 
put on by the organization 
Free the Slaves. 

“I thought this was some¬ 
thing that was abolished when 
Abraham Lincoln signed the 
Emancipation Proclamation, 
but all it did is become hidden 
from our view,” Mraz said in a 
phone interview from Zurich, 
Switzerland. “There was a re¬ 
cent estimate that there are 
about 27 million people en¬ 
slaved on the planet, certainly 
due to hard economic times 
not just in the western world 
but certainly in Third World 
countries. Humans as a com¬ 
modity is a great way to run 
your business. So I signed on, 
lent my voice, lent my music 
to the cause.”

Spending just a few minutes 
each day massaging your 
baby can help to increase 
the bond, interaction and 
communication between 
the two of you. But how do 
you start? Tina Allen, an 
internationally respected 
educator, author and expert 
in the field of infant and 
pediatric massage therapy, 
shares her advice. 

1. Choose the best time and 
place. Creating the best en¬ 
vironment for massage is an 
ideal way to give yourself and 
baby time to relax. Choose a 
familiar place that is warm, 
quiet and with few distrac¬ 
tions. The best time for mas¬ 
sage is when baby is awake, 
healthy and happy. Some 


babies prefer the morning, 
while others prefer the after¬ 
noon or before bedtime. 

2. Be comfortable. Relax, 
enjoy and have fun. Position 
yourself so that you are com¬ 
fortable. Be sure baby is safe 
and placed on a soft area. 
Keep in mind that babies roll 
and become slippery when 
using oil. Be sure your hands 
are warm and clean before 
you begin. 


3. Consider a massage oil. 
While it is not required, 
using oil can help make mas¬ 
sages more enjoyable for 
some babies and parents. Ol¬ 
ive oil and grapeseed oil are 
some of the best choices for 
infant massages. However, 
if you choose to use lotions, 
be sure to choose a nontoxic 
option, like Seventh Gen¬ 
eration baby lotion, which 
contains olive oil as a main 
ingredient. 


4. Listen in. Infant massages 
can be a wonderful tool for 
increasing your communica¬ 
tion.

Pull flank on complex recipes 
with overlooked cut of bee: 



Flank steaks are lean cuts 
from the rear side of the 
cow and are characterized 
by rich, deep beefy flavour 
and a slightly chewy tex¬ 
ture. For the weelcnight 
home cook, flank steaks are 
the perfect cut. They can be 
tossed with a marinade the 
night before and left in the 
refrigerator until dinner. 
And they cook in just min¬ 
utes on the grill or under 
the broiler. As with all meat, 
flank steak should rest for 5 
to 10 minutes after cook¬ 
ing before slicing to let the 
juices redistribute. 

1. In a blender, combine the 
vinegar, garlic, peppercorns 
and 1 teaspoon of kosher salt.

Nothing to wine 
about. Up-and-coming 
urban winery winning 
praise in unlikely zone 


When you picture a winery, 
you might imagine a rus¬ 
tic building nestled among 
breezy rows of grapes, 
not a cinder block bunker 
squeezed between a rail 
switching yard and an urban 
highway. 

But the gritty industrial 
zone that Pacific Breeze 
winery calls home, with 
its tangle of transportation 
lines, chain link fences and 
blacktop, hasn’t stopped 
this urban winery from scor¬ 
ing a string of top awards 
only a few years after being 
launched by a couple of ama¬ 
teur winemakers. 

“This is my hobby gone 
wild,” said Pacific Breeze co¬ 
owner Maurice Hamilton, 
who founded the winery in 
2005 with his partner, Frank 
Gregus, after the two met at a 
wine club in Coquitlam, B.C. 

Hamilton, who still works 
at his original job selling den¬ 
tal supplies, and Gregus, a 
former Pepsi salesman, have 
no formal training in mak¬ 
ing wine, but between them 
claim more than 50 years of 
experience producing wine 
in their garages and base¬ 
ments. Running a commer¬ 
cial winery was only a dream, 
until Hamilton visited Wood- 
inville, Wash., where he 
found small wineries operat¬ 
ing without vineyards. 

“It gave me the idea I don’t 
have to grow grapes to have a 
winery. So that was really the 
a-hah moment, the revela¬ 
tion that, wait a minute, I can 
do this,” he said, envisioning 
a stand-alone winery. He 
pitched the idea to Gregus, 
who was quickly on board. 

“You put two entrepre¬ 
neurial salespeople in a room 
and this is what happens,” 
Gregus said. 

With an initial invest-

ment of $1.2 million, includ¬ 
ing bank loans and some of 
their own money, the part¬ 
ners set up Pacific Breeze, 
inspired by the urban winer¬ 
ies they’d seen in the U.S. and 
the so-called “garagist” small 


winery movement in Europe. 

Picking the New West¬ 
minster industrial area was 
a matter of zoning, price and 
convenience, but Hamilton 
admits it’s a tough sell when 
they’re trying to lure people 
in to sample their products. 

“People come into the 
tasting room all the time and 
go, ‘Oh wow, where’s the 
winery?’ And you know what 
they’re asking is, ‘Where’s 
the vineyard?’ Of course they 
think they’re the same thing, 
but they’re not. The vine¬ 
yard is where you grow the 
grapes; the winery is where 


you do the manufacturing,” 
Hamilton said. 

The partners say having a 
vineyard can limit the quality 
of wine they can make, and 
their approach is to cheriy 
pick the best grapes they can 
find in Washington, Oregon 
and California. 

“So rather than have it all 
in one area, we take the best 
that each area has to offer 
for that particular variety of 
grape,” Gregus said. 

Harry Hertschag, execu¬ 
tive director of the Vancou¬ 
ver International Wine Fes¬ 
tival, said the key issue for 


him is the source of grapes 
is made clear on the label 
so consumers know exactly 
what they’re getting. 

“I think it’s great that 
Pacific Breeze is doing that 
because they’re telling you 
what vineyards its com¬ 
ing from and that’s a good 
thing,” he said. 

He also sees a growing 
movement of having winer¬ 
ies that are closer to their 
marketplace. 

“I think we’re going to see 
more of these type of urban 
wineries, which also allow 
people to visit them, or be

able to use those spaces for 
wine events without having 
to drive five hours to the 
Okanagan to have that ex¬ 
perience,” he said. 

Hamilton and Gregus cur¬ 
rently produce 5,000 cases a 
year, including reds like the 
winery’s signature cabernet 
Killer Cab, a zinfandel called 
Assazin and whites like char- 
donnay and pinot gris. 

Their wines proved an 
immediate hit, with Pacific 
Breeze claiming awards at 
the first competition it en¬ 
tered — in San Francisco in 
2005 — before being named 
winery of the year in 2010 
at the InterVin International 
Wine Awards in Toronto. 

“Virtually eveiything we 
put in won best in its class,” 
Hamilton said. “We were 
really proud of that.” 

“There’s a thousand deci¬ 
sions that go into making 
wine from grapes to bottle,” 
Gregus said of the company’s 
awards. “But one thing that 
doesn’t change is if you don’t 
have great fruit you cannot 
make great wine.”

Drew Tate fractured his fore¬ 
arm in last weekend’s West 
semifinal win over Saskatch¬ 
ewan, ending his season. 

Glenn has now earned a 
Grey Cup berth for the first 
time in his well-travelled, 12- 
year CFL career. 

“It means a lot to actually be 
able to actually get a team there 
and actually be playing in the 
game,” said Glenn. 

He was denied the oppor¬ 
tunity in 2007 after he led the 
Winnipeg Blue Bombers to 
victoiy in the East final but, 
ironically, also suffered a frac¬ 
tured arm. That year’s Grey 
Cup, which the Bombers lost to 
the Saskatchewan Roughriders 


with Winnipeg backup quarter¬ 
back Ryan Dinwiddie making 
his first start of the season, was 
also in Toronto. 

Glenn, a 33-year-old Detroit 
native, was not expected to play 
much this season after being 
acquired in an off-season trade 
from Hamilton as part of the 
package for former Calgaiy QB 
Henry Burris. 

Instead, Glenn played most 
of the Stampeders’ games be¬ 
cause Tate suffered an early 
season shoulder injury, and 
then was bypassed for the first 
playoff game. 

Marquay McDaniel, Mau¬ 
rice Price and Romby Bryant 
caught Glenn’s touchdown 


passes. Backup quarterback Bo 
Levi Mitchell ran for another 
TD, while kicker Rene Paredes 
supplied the rest of Calgary’s 
points. 

“The line gave me great 
protection and we were able 
to get behind their (defensive 
backs) and throw the ball deep 
and take some shots, and that’s 
what we’ll have to do when 
we get to Toronto,” said Glenn, 
who completed 15 of 24 pass at¬ 
tempts for 303 yards. 

Lions defensive back Korey 
Banks, on an interception, 
and receiver Nick Moore on a 
last-minute reception, scored 
touchdowns for the hosts. 

Paul McCallum provided 
B.C.’s other points by kicking 
five field goals. 

“It’s a disappointing day,” 
said Lions quarterback Travis 
Lulay, who completed 33 of 46 
passes for 274 yards.

Striking coach Phil Nurse 
took one look at Georges St- 
Pierre in the loclcer-room be¬ 
fore his UFC 154 main event 
and had a flashback to April 
2008. 

“Somebody asked me 
in the loclcer-room, ‘How’s 
Georges looking?’ I said, ‘You 
know what? The last time I 
saw him like this is when he 
flattened Matt Serra at the 
same arena,”’ Nurse told The 
Canadian Press. 

“That was the (Serra) re¬ 
match and that’s the last 
time I’ve seen him so nerv¬ 
ous but itching to go as well, 
like, ‘I just want to get it done 
quick.’” 

At UFC 83, it took St-Pierre 
just under two rounds to re¬ 
claim his 170-pound cham¬ 
pionship belt from Serra.

While St-Pierre said he 
felt some rust, he essentially 
looked as good as new against 
a difficult opponent.
